Man pleads guilty in rape 


A former CSUS student pleaded 
guilty in superior court Wednesday to 
a charge of assault with intent to com- 
mit rape stemming trom two campus 
incidents more than two years ago 

Bruce McAlister, 24, was arrested 
by campus police on Feb. 6, 1974 
after he was apprehended by a 
passerby who was attracted to the 
scene by the screams of the victim 

According to police reports the 
intended chased McAlister 
from a womens réstroom on Campus 
and held on screaming, until aid ar- 


viciom 


rived in the form of an umidennfied 
passerby 

McAlister has been referred to the 
probation departmen: for psychiatne 
examination. The results of the ex- 
amination will determine whether he 
1s placed on probation or sent to Atas- 
cadero State Hospital 

A previous tnal ended in a hung 
jury 

Sentencing in the case has been set 
tor October 5 in department 6 of 
Supenor Court

After Levit attempted un- 
successfully to make the resolution 
effective immediately, a debate en- 
sured, resulting in charges of “fas- 
cism” by one senator 


“This resolution is an insult,” 
Senator Adrian Murillo told the 
Senate. “We are ail students here and 
all the money for travel comes from 
us. This is minor fascism on campus.” 





Defending the bill, Levit said, “If 
you kill the bill you'll kill the idea 
behind it. We should find out how the 
money is spent.” 


The final vote was nine for killing 
the resolution, five against and two 
abstentions 


After the vote, Levit said that he 
hoped the resolution hadn't been 
taken as a “fascist” document and 
urged the senate to work together in 
setting future limitations on student 
travel expenditures 


“If nothing is written up,” he con- 
cluded, “you will run into problems 
when students ask what the money is 
being used for.” 


In other ASI Senate business, Ted 
Biair, a graduate student in 
government, was confirmed as the 
new Chief Justice of the ASI Board of 


Justice (BOS) 


Blair, who describes himself as 
“somewhat of a liberal,” was 
previously an Associate Justice on the 
BOJ. He told the senate I uesday that 
his administration will emphasize 
following procedures 


Blair's appointment now leaves 
one Associate Justice seat vacant on 
the five - member board 


The senate also unanimously voted 
to send its condolences to the People’s 
Republic of China “during their time 
of mourning” over the death of Chair- 
man Mao Tse Tung.”

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Kissinger in search of South Africa: soiution

World attention has been focused 
on the recent events in southern Af- 
rica. Mozambique and Angola have 
won independence’ through 
revolution; guerilla warfare threatens 
to topple the white - supremist 
government in Rhodesia, riots against 
apartheid have occurred in many parts 
of the union of South Africa 

Afncan students and professors at 
CSUS expressed “hope” for the efforts 
of Henry Kissinger in trying to reacha 
solution to the problems in South Af- 
rica. They also feel “regret” over the 
racial riots which are occuring in that 
country. However, all believe that the 
violence is the only way that black 
people in South Africa can make their 
phght known to the world 

“The black Africans there (in 
South Afnca) have been living in such 
intolerable circumstances for hun- 
dreds of years They must make 
the South African government realize 
that some form of majority rule must 
be established. And the government 
will not listen to them, so the only way 
is with violent action,” said History 
Professor Ruel Mugo - Gatheru 

Violence ts the only method available 
sometimes. It sounds bad to say, dut 
I'm afraid tt is true.” 

Mugo - Gatheru is convinced that 
the moting may continue until basic 
changes are made. He believes that 
some form of redistribution of wealth

1s Necessary in order to close the “vast 
economic gap” between blacks and 
whites 

“They have no hope, so they 
become frustrated. They are frus- 
trated because they have no rights, 
because they are not allowed to get an 
education, because they are forced to 
work in the most menial jobs. For 
most of these jobs they are payed very 
little money. All these forms of frus- 
tration will explode into some kind of 
action which 1s happening right 
now.” 

One Alrican student expressed 
similar feelings. “~The whites (in South 
Africa) have the best jobs, the blacks 
have the worst jobs, The whites own 
the best land. the blacks have the 
worst land, The whites live in the best 
quarters, the blacks are in the worst 
quarters. The government should not 
wonder why the people are noting 


“Of course, what vou will see now 
is Massive police action by the 
government. Many people will be 
killed. and the government may 
believe they have silenced the Af- 
ricans. But they will still be angry and 
they will begin to fight again some 
day. It will go away for a while, but it 
will come back.” 

Most of South Africa's 18 million 
Bantu’s (black Africans) live in the 
areas away from the big cities These 
people are confined te company 
owned mining towns or on the 
reserves, called Bantustans 





The Bantustans are very similiar to 
the Indian reservations in this coun- 
try. The land is agricultural!) almost 
worthless, and contain no natural 
resources, since all the mines are under 
white control. Because of this. there 1s 
no industry on the reserves 

The fact is that the reserves will not 
support the lives of millions of people 
Despite this, the long - range goa! of 
the South African government ts to 
eventually move al! blacks to the 
reserves 


in the mining towns, the men work 
for as much as 16 to 18 hours a day 
and live in unlighted barracks. Mar- 
ried couples are not allowed to live 
together because men and women 
must stay in separate dormitones 
Some couples are forced to spend their 
entire marned lives apart. except fora 
three - day penod every vear in which 
they are allowed to stay together This 
1s through a provision called the “nght 
of impregnation,” which exists soleiy 
for the purpose of producing children 


Food, lodging and medical care is 
provided in the mining town, all of 
which 1s inadequate. according to 
Mugo - Gatheru Because they give al! 
of these services free, the companies 
pay the miners about $19 per month 

The black Afncans who work in 
the cities are not allowed to live there 
They are bussed into town in the mor 
ning and they must be out of the cit 
by nightfall These people live in the s«

“All around the world now the eves 
of the blacks are being opened. The 
biacks in South Africa have come to 
realize that they are being massivels 
exploited by the whites.” savs Ben- 
amin Johnson. a graduate student in 
goxernment administration from 
Libena “So they have decided to take 
the imitiative themselves because thes 
have been fooled bv several of the 
western nations (who told them) that 
thes would be given majonty rule and 

ther benefits Blacks have become 
aware of this. and thes have decided to 
revolt against the system If this apar- 
theidism continues, I'll look forward 
to seeing more fighting against the 
system. It will be a dreadful situation™ 


Johnson becomes thoughtful as he 
descnbes why he thinks apartheid can- 
not survive “I don't believe that one 
race should rule another If the folks 
could live together as brothers, that 
would be a very good situation Your 
culture could bring in a significant 
dea, and my culture could bring 
ikewise. Almght? But if you come :n 
and say that vour cultgre is better than 
mine, and that I should live your way 

te I don't think your ideology 
would continue to persist.”

Levin: ‘Capitalist system nearing decay’

“The capitalist system is in its final 
stage of decay,” Jules Levin, presiden- 
tial candidate of the Socialist Labor 
Party (SLP) told a crowd at the 
University Union last Tuesday. 





A little overl00 people and 
reporters from two TV stations came 
to listen to the candidate from the 
nation’s third largest party. 


For two hours he tried to convince 
his audience that socialism is the only 
alternative in solving the problems of 
unemployment, inflation and 
Pollution. 

“Carter and Ford”, he said, “will 
never be able to solve these problems, 
because they are caused by the 
capitalist system. In this system ever- 
thing is produced for the purpose of a 
profit, which means exploitation of 
the working class.” 


The SLP would abolish the profit- 
making system. They would replace it 


by a society in which everybody would 
get what he or she needs, not what they 
can afford 

“It just isn’t fair that most people 
have to work 130 hours to buy a car 
that only took 30 work hours to 
produce.” Levin said. “if a man con- 
tributes 30 hours of labor to the 
society, he should get back something 
that :s worth 30 hours of work.” 

Levin said the chances for his party 
to take over the country are not 
hopeless. “There are indications that 


some 70 million people will fai! to vote 
on November 3rd. These people are 
not too lazy to vote. They are 
disillusioned with the present system 
They have heard the candidates of the 
past make promises, but have never 
seen them come true. They have heard 
candidates talk about the problems of 
the society, but have never seen the 
problems solved. If these people 
would only be aware of the SLP and 
support it, we would be strong enough 
to take possession of the industries 


and return them to (he working class.” 

What would the SLP do with the 
constitution, one of the listeners asks 

“The constitution,” Levin answers, 
“has done its job, but, ina society that 
is so highly industnal, it has to be 
rewritten. Many things will be main- 
tained, such as the Bill of Rights 
Private ownership, however, would be 
out of the question 

“The means of production should 
be in the hands of the working class,” 
he further explains. It should not 


CSUS insurance is now revised 


A revised insurance plan, with 
benefits up to $10,000, is available to 
students and their dependents at 
CSUS this year 

The Accident and Sickness Plan is 
offered in conjunction with the 
Student Health Center, with the 
Center providing many of the basic 
medical services. This lessens the cost 
of the insurance, yet provides broad 
coverage. 

Coverage includes expenses in- 
curred from injury or sickness in such 
areas as physicians’ expenses, surgica! 
benefits, hospital expense, dental 
treatment and ambulance service. Ex- 
penses are covered up to one year from 
the date of injury or the first treatment 
of sickness. 

Manv of the benefits are the same 
as those offered in the previous plan 
available to CSUS students. However, 
dollar payments made by the in- 
surance company have been changed. 

This new insurance plan has 
reduced the limit of insurance 
payment for hospital expenses from 


$2.500 to $2.000 per injury or sickness 
Hospital room and board is now 
covered for up to 30 days at $75 a day 

Benefits for miscellaneous hospital 
expenses, such as drugs, anesthetics 
and X-rays. have also been revised 
The plan now pays the first $100 in full 
and 80 per cent of expenses beyond 
that to a maximum fo $600. The ser- 
vices of a registered nurse have been 
eliminated from the coverage 

In the area of major medical ex- 
pense, students no longer must pay the 
first $100 of the expense as in the 
previous plan 

Students eligible to participate in 
‘tus plan must attend CSUS and be 
carrying over six units. Dependents 
covered under the new policy include 
the student's spouse and unmarned 
children under the age of 19, who 
reside with their insured narents and 
are not self - supporting. 

The deadline for coverage en- 
rollment is Sept. 28, 1976. A student 
may buy coverage for the Fall! 
semester only or for a full year ending 


Aug 25. 1977 

Ihe cost for a student per semester 
is $39 Full year coverage is available 
for $70 

Under this plan s¢’.a*ss or injury 
must occur while ‘ae policy ‘sin force 
to be covere:: Treatment raust be 
received within 30 days 

When the Health Center is unable 
to render the student further necessary 
medical treatment, the student is 
referred to a physician or specialist by 
a staff physician. Non_- referral 
medical treatment and treatment for 
dependents is covered from the third 
visit. If the student has been referred, 
payment begins immediately 

The basis for most payments is the 
1964 California Relative Value 
System. A point factor ts assigned to 
various medical services rendered by 
physicians and surgeons. This is then 
multiplied by $8 to determine the 
amount of payment 


Jonathan Kyunba. a student from 
Malawi. agrees with Johnson. “Of 
course. what i want is for all the 
people of South Africa and Rhodesia 
black and white. to live togehter 
peacetuily. But this is not possible s 
long as apartheid exists. hecause the 
blacks will then want to destroy it 
They will want to revolt. Revolution 
hec ymmes the an reneite " 


Kynba. whose homeland is next 
door to Rhodesia. believes that only a 
great change will be acceptable to Af- 
ricans. If things change in Rhodesia.” 
he said. “They must change quickly 
Also. the changes must provide for 
majonmty rule. giving full rights and 
ciizensip to dlacks Otherwise, noth 
ing will have changed ~ 


With Henry Kissinger shuttling 
back and forth between South Africa 
and some of the leading black Afmcan 
nations, the United States is taking a 
greater interest in Afmean affairs than 
at any time in our history From the 
point of view of the Afncan students 
and protessors, what should the 
United States do. and what can the 
government realistically be expected

General education 


Revision proposal 
is recommended

The CSUS General Education 
Committee has submitted a program 
revision proposal to the Faculty 
Senate recommend:ng changes in the 
generai education program 


The proposal! not only affects the 
number of units required to complete 
general education. but it also limits the 
number of general education units 
that can be taken in a student's major 
held 


If approved. the new generai 
education program will be im- 
plemented during the 1977 7x 
academic year 

The proposed program will require 
a student to complete a minimum of 
40 semester units of general education 
(Transfer students who have not met 
this requirement when entering CSUS 
must take additional courses to fuifill 
the requirement } 

In addition, the program excludes 
as general education units, courses 
taken to fulfill state requirements in 
American history and US 
constitution. These courses were ex- 
cluded to encourage students to select 
freely from among all social science 
courses to fulfill general education re- 
quirements 

The exclusion of the his- 
tory constitution code courses will 
a!so allow community college students 
to transfer without penalty 


Currently. it is possible for some 
students to concentrate the majonty 
of their general education units in ma- 
jor fields, but the new program 
specifies that a maximum of four units 
each from a student's major and minor 
field can be applied toward general 
education 


Also, none of the courses used to 
meet general education requirements 
may be applied toward upper division 
major requirements 


However, specially designed, inter- 
disciplinary majors, such as the 
Liberal Studies major and others 
specifically identified by the com- 
mittee are exempted from this rule 


No more than nine units from any 
single department can be counted 
toward the 40 unit requirement 


The committee also recommended 
changes in the hbera! arts category, 
which includes the natural sciences, 
social sciences and humanities 


A minimum of 32 units is to be 
selected from approved courses in 
these areas and the basic subjects 
category. Currentiy, a minimum of 32 
units 1s to be selected from approved 
courses in these areas and the basic 
subjects category.

Proposition 14 ia fast becoming the 
most debated and most controversial 
ballot measure to face California 
voters in November's general election. 
Yet aside from spotting the many “Yes 
on 14” bumperstickers surfacing 
recently, few voters have even heard of 
the Farm Worker Initiative. 


The initiative climaxes the long 
struggle between the United Farm 
Workers (UFW) and growers over 
attempts to unionize farmworkers 
through secret ballot elections. If 


Passed, the initiative will primarily 
release $7 million to create a new 
Agncultural Labor Relations Board 
which will initiate new union represen- 
tation elections among farmworkers 
throughout the state. Several 
Provisions in Proposition 14, 
however, have been particularly hard 
for opponents to swallow 


One such provision allows union 
Organizers on company property for 
three hours a day. The Sacramento 
County Farm Bureau opposes this 





“access rule” provision When con- 
tacted Friday, they charged this “gives 
anyone the nght to trespass on private 
property.” 

Another provision makes it harder 
'o hold an election among 
farmworkers to remove a union which 
already represents them A Petition 
for such an election, according to the 
imitative, would require SO per cent 
rather than 30 per cent of the work 
force's signatures 

If passed, farmworkers will also 
collect three times the damages in- 


Secret agents eying Iranian students 


The US State Department has con- 
tirmed charges that agents of the Shah 
of Iran's dreaded secret police — the 
Savak — are keeping watch over dis- 
sident Iranian students inside the 
United States 

Assistant Secretary of State Alfred 
Atherton, under questioning by the 
House International Relations Sub- 
committee, has admitted that 
members of Savak were monitoring 


Hewlett-Packard built the world’s first 


the activities of Iranian students who 
opposed the Shah of Iran. The sub- 
committee for the past week has been 
hoiding hearings into the activities of 
Savak, Iran's secret police and 
intelligence service 

Iranian students have Staged 
numerous demonstrations on or near 
US campuses to protest against the 
Shah and have frequently complained 
of being harassed by Savak agents 


Atherton warns subcommittee 
members that the subject of Savak 
touched on very sensitive US-lranian 
relations, and that he would only be 
able to provide further information on 
the secret police organization to the 
subcommittee ona highly confidential 
basis. Members of Savak have been 
charged with engaging in the murder 
and torture of political dissidents in 
Iran ZODIAC

On Feb S$ the Agricultura! Labor 
Relations Board. set up last vear to

Duane Campbell. the LFW won 75

The most nowerful foes of 
Proposition 14 are state assemblymen 
and senators who object to the 
permancy of the bill 

It the initiative Passes in 
November. it will be put into the state 
constitution, making the legislature 
powerless to amend it. Any changes 
will require the same petition and 
popular vote process that instalied it 

“With this initiative the flexibility 
of the iegislative process is lost.” ex- 
Piains Opponent Jack Watson, ad- 
Ministrative assistant to State Senator 
Albert Rodda Rodda. once a sup- 
porter of the LFW. is now strongly 
Opposed to the proposition 

“Sympathy certainly goes to the 
farmworker on this matter.” Watson 
continued. “but the initiative takes 
control away from the iegislature ” 

“It's as if you were voting for or 
against the farmworkers.” he added. 
“which is not the case at all The 
legislative process is at stake here” 

Campbell counters that without 
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being in the constitution, the bill 
would be “amended to death” by the 
growers leading to “wholesale fraud” 
in future union elections among 
farmworkers 

“Unless we put it in the 
constitution,” he warns, “they will 
take away the farmworkers nght to a 
secret ballot election.” 

While the growers will be cam 
Paigning through the media 
Campbell says the UFW will seek as 
many endorsements from important 
leaders and organizations as possible 
Campbell said that Governor Brown. 
Jimmy Carter. organized labor and 
the Catholic Church have endorsed 
Proposition 14 

The CSUS instructor, who teaches 
Primarily cross - cultural and peace

since the initiative campaign began 
CSUS has “really been a stronghold

A federally subsidized program in 
the Psychology Department is heiping 
students to find jobs 

“We've only had a $50 increase 
over last year's budget,” says acting 
project director Dr. Gerald Frincke 
Sull, the program, called “Training 
For New Careers In Psychology.” 
received $56,675 from the National 
Institute of Mental Health The 
program also received $20,000 from 
CSUS 

The program, now in its fifth year 
at CSUS isa paraprofessional training 
project for undergraduate psychology 
majors who would like to obtain field 
work and internship expenence in 
various community human service 
agencies 

Field Coordinator for the program 
Dr. Karen B. Blakely, who also hasan 
outside pnvate practice, calls the 
program unique in that only six 
colleges in the country offer a similar 
program, including two colleges on 
the west coast, of which CSUS is one 

“There are two major goals of the 
program,” says Blakely. “One is the 
recruiting of minority students to ma- 
jor in psychology and to increase par- 
tiapants psychological skills by using 
classroom techniques in the field.” 

“However a valid part of the ex- 
perience is for the participant to find 
out now, while they are in college 
whether a career in psychology is 
really what they want,” says Blakely 

There are threee requirements of 
the participants. First they must be 
full time psychology majors in their 
Junior or Senior year; also the taking 
of three courses. of which one is being

These 40 hour a week internships 
are without salary. However, the field 
training is a valuable expenence which 
usually takes years of graduate work 
to gain 

Of the 2] students now enrolled, 
eight of them receive grants which pay 
for their tuition, books, a mileage 
allowance, pius a stipend of $171.50a 
month 

“| try to match up students’ 
interests and abilities with agencies’ 
needs,” says Blakely 

Thirty-five agencies are used the 
Chiidren’s Receiving Home of Sac- 
ramento, the Public Conservator's Of- 
fice, and the California Youth 
Authority are just three of the agencies 
served by the program 

“Schools, mental! health agencies, 
chimes right from pre-school to senior 
citizens are served,” says Blakely 

An interesting aspect of the 
program is that around half of the 
students work in the field year-round, 
including their summer internships. 

Monthly field reports must be 
maintained by the students during the 
school year as well as weekly reports 
dunng the summer 

Those students interested in en- 
rolling should contact the Psychology 
Department, Room 362.

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Croaker College: 
for the frog 


who has _ everything

Croaker College is the world’s 
only known institution of higher iear- 
ning for frogs. Tuition, room and 
board for 240 hours of college work is 
only $50 


Professor Bill Steed, Doctor of 
Frog Psychology, is the owner and 
founder of the school. Croaker 
College has a sauna, four swimming 
pools, three waterfalls, and three bub- 
blebaths. It has a raceway, weight 
room and mating pad. The swimming 
pools come equipped with diving 
boards where the frogs learn how to 
dive properly. “It’s a finishing school 
for the frog who has everything,” said 
Steed 


Steed first became interested in 
frogs when he attended the Angels 
Camp Frog Jumping contest in 
Calaveras County, Ca 


“One vear | heard about Angels 
Camp so | took mea sleep - learning 
exhibit to the camp,” drawled Steed 
“I have been in the sleep - learning 
business a long time. (Steed also owns 
a sleep - teaching school for people 
who want to learn while they sleep.) 


Surpnsed at the number of people 
watching the frog jump Steed thought, 
“Il motivate people so why not frogs” 
He later moved to San Francisco and 
the idea for teaching frogs to jump by 
motivating them through his sleep 
learning techniques kept “pushing up 
a little.” 


“I knew | needed a ploy to get my 
idea going,” said the man from Ar- 
kansas. “I wrote to the late Governor 
of Arkansas, Winthrop Rockefeller, 
and asked him if he would like to enter 
a frog in che governors contest at 
Angels Camp 


Rockefeller sent Steed a big 
bullfrog, but the frog had a “little re- 
jecuon complex and was without 
spirit.” said Steed. Steed named the 
frog “Arkie.” 


His eves twinkling, Steed said, 
“Frogs are like people and can be 
fnghtened. They have feelings of 


inadequacy, phobias and infenonty 
complexes. One of the most frequent 
complexes frogs have deals with rejec- 
tion,” said Steed. Arkie, the first frog 
that Steed trained, had a rejection) 
complex because his mother ran off 
with a traveling toad when Arkie was 
just a tadpole 


“| hypnotized and psychoanalyzed 
Arkie and then I put him on a crash 
course, cramming 240 hours into a 
two week penod. | let him listen to 
pillow speakers at night. During the 
day he exercised and lifted weights 
getting into shape for the contest,” 
said Steed 


Arkie won first place in the Angels 
Camp Governors Contest of 1970. In 
1971, another one of Steed’s trainees 
won first place in a contest. The frog 
belonged to Herb Caine, noted 
newspaper columnist. Steed began 
receiving requests from people to train 
their frogs. He then came up with the 
idea of Croaker College 


Croaker College was first es- 
tablished in San Francisco in 1972, 
and moved to Sacramento one year 
later. Frogs are trained to lift weights 
and muscle tone is very important in 
the training program. The frogs, in 
order to recieve their Bachelors 
Degree must be able to press five 
pounds and they have to put in 100 
hours of weight lifting. The frogs learn 
how to dive correctly and do chin - 
ups. Through hypnosis and auto 
suggestion, Steed says he instills a will 
to win in the frogs 


Steed emphasizes his program 1s as 
character building as it ts body 
building. “I hypnotize a frog by speak- 
ing to it softly, telling it to relax and 
gently rubbing its stomach. Soon the 
frog becomes stiff and wiii do what I 
tell it to. You see, f talk frog language 
and have a little extra sensory percep- 
tion with frogs,” said Steed. “I guess 
you could say | have a good rapport 
with frogs.” 


Asked what a frog eats, Steed 
replied, “They love hornets, bum- 
blebees, crawdads and flies. We havea 
special protein mixture for them and if 
they really perform well we give them 
top ground round.”

A longtime investigator of the as- 
sassinations of president John 
Kennedy and Martin Luther King is 
urging congress not to be misied by 
wild theones and speculations in the 
two cases 

Private investiga’ + Harold 
Weisberg says, “If and when the 
House of Representatives appoints a 
special committee to review the two 
assassinations, the initial investigation 
should foilow the strict procedures of 
a regular homicide case 

The House Rules Committee 
after a six month delay has 
reportedly agreed to name a 12- 
member congressional committee to 
review the facts in the two recent 
American politica! assassinations 

Weisberg, who 1s an official inves- 
tigator for the King case, immediately 
wamed about the committee's being 
purposetully misled. According to 
Weisberg, the committee must stay 
away from trying to track down “un- 
substantiated theones” about pro- or 
anti-castroites being involved. This, 
he warns, could sabotage the probe 

Weisberg says a congressional 
investigation should first use basic 
homicide cnminology techniques to

The 
mMplication is, Of course, that wh 
mialism may be alright for the 
C hinese (even though our government 
wasted hives and dollars trying t 
squash their revolution) such a system 
of government would never be cor 
sidered by the American pe yple. who 
chensh their political freedoms and 
democratic traditions. This sup 
posedly objective analysis deserves 
some serious questioning 

What kind of “dictator” is 4 man 
who fought his whole lite to tree the 
dictator He was a leader. a teacher 
and above all, a revolutionary H 
devoted his whole life to helping 
liberate the Chinese people 

Mao's writings are not, as the press 
often implies, a new religion The 
essence of his ideas are quite simple 
He said. “The people are the rea! 
heroes. while we ourselves are often 
childish and ignorant.” He also said 
“The people. and the people alone. are 
the motive force in making world his- 
tory.” The Chinese people genuinely 
love and respect Mao - Ise - Tung 
because he has awakened their 
slumbernng power and shown them 
that the people. if organized and 
united, can never be defeated 

This simple message which has 
worked such incredible wonders in 
China 1s hidden from the Amencan 
people. It is hidden by a government 
that. despite democratic pretenses 
contunues to stifle dissent and jail poor 
people. i is hidden by a government 
that finds itself completely incapable 
of eliminating unemployment. in- 
flation and poverty: it 1s hidden by a 
government corrupted by gratt and 
weighted down by the largest 
ntelligence and secret police agencies 
in histors 

In many ways Mao - Tse - Tung 
was to China what people like Thomas 
Paine were to the American 
Revolution of 1776. In this “> Venten- 
nial” year we should heed Paine’s 
words, “When tyranny becomes law, 
revolution becomes order.”
